HOW shies TIN 
1S MINED. 


‘Primitive Methods That 


May Be’ ‘Superseded. 


Practically ‘all all the tin dérived 
from China’ 1s derived from tha 
Kotieou mines, situated 80 miles off 
the inland Treaty Port of Mengtsz 
(pronounced “Mung-zer") In Yun- 
non. During the last 20 years or 
so, their recorded output has shown 
an average steady increase. Its 
percentage of the world’s produc- 
thn had risen from 2.7 in: 1891 to 
42 in 1908 and has also since 
steadily increased. The whole in- 
dutry is in the hands of the Chin- 
ew, and-any exploitation by Euro- 
peans has been strongly resented. 
Mining methods are primitive in 
the extreme and amelting ig carried 
owt in furnaces which -have pro- 
bibly been evolved on the spot and 
ato different from any others used 
for smelting tin. The chief dif- 
culties met with are an absence of 
water, for concentrating the dre, 
and the high prices of churcoal for 
smelting. 

Alluvial Deposits, 

The deposits now worked are all 
of alluvial origin and are stated to 
be widespread and rich. They are 
found on the surface or sunk In 
hollows in the. limestone, probably 
of Middle of Lower Triassic ange. 
The mines, some £50 or so In num- 
ber, are scattered over a valley area 
like our Kinta Valley, of about 25 
miles long by 20 miles broad. The 
deeper deposits are much the richer 
and in this case the open cast 
method of mining, which is usual, 
has been abandoned for true under- 
ground mining, or rather burrow- 
ing, for European methods have not 
been adopted. The tinstone, which 
ia usually of sdnd-grain size, occurs 
In highly ferruginous bedded de- 
polts. The . underground ores 
usually contain a little magnetite 


and sometimes as much as 60 perj- 


cont. of haematite. There is, it Ja 
anid, always a small percentage of 
lend in the ore, Seeing that the 
sliga resulting from the old asilvar- 
lead Industry of tho district usually 
contain about 1 per cent. of tin, it 
{a possible that the tin may be 
derived from lodes in the vicinity in 
which granite outcrops also exist, 
The amount of ore mined in any 
year in Yunnan is chiefly dependent 
upon the rainfall and the amount of 
capital available. The capital of al- 
most all the ventures being small, 
working expenses have to be paid 
directly by the output, This, output 
can only be sold as concentrates, a0 
that little mining is done until the 
fall of the heavy rains, usually 
lating from May to September. 
Mid-lined reservoirs are built to 
retain the water, which _ would

When a certain amount of con- 
centrate has been produced, the 
miner usually has to pledge it 
against credit to a merchant, who 
supplies him with rice, clothing. 
ete. for his coolies. This merchant 
is not infrequently engaged in the 
smelting business at Kotieou. Hoe 
thus insures a steady supply of con- 
centrates for his furnace, whilst at 


the same time, making a usurer’s, 


profit from the impecunlous miner.. 

The Province of Yunnan, is one 
of tha poorest of the Chinese pro- 
Vinces, but, as it is stated to be 
very rich In minerals, such ag cop- 
per, lead, zine, coal, fron and gold, 
besides tin, It may one day be ona 
of the richest provinces of China. 
What Yunnan requires to-day is 
more raihvays and more roads and, 
until these eventuate, we in Malaya 
need not greatly fear Yunnan ag a 
rival tin producer. 

* Rival to Malaya? 

Events in China are, however, 
moving fast under the new Central 
Government at Nanking and it may 
happen that this Province may be 
opened up more quickly than we 
anticipate and, with road and rail 
development, the minerals of Yun- 
nan may become readily available 
for development by outside capital- 
ista., It is in view of such a pos- 
sibility as this that we have advised 
the F.M.S. Government not to make 
any attempt to bar out foreign 
capital which it. may be desired 
invest In mining {n Malaya. If this 
foreign capltal for tin mining is 
barred out of Malaya the owners of 
it will not go home with their “tails 
down.” They certainly will seek to 
invest thelr money in tin mining 
elsewhere and thua focal lack of 
vision may cause a rival tin field In 
the Province of Yunnan to be de 
veloped to. our detriment, ’ 


PROBLEMS OF THE 
OIL INDUSTRY. 


The Menace « of an “Orgy 
* of Drilling. ” 


“Although in ‘moat countries con- 
‘Aumption of oil Products fa oppro 
ximately the same as in 1929, there 
has been little or no increase in 
consumption compared, with the 
growth of demand experienced ip 
previous ycars. ‘This fact alone 
accounts for a great part of the in- 
dustry’s troubles.” Sir Henri De- 
terding thus sums up the ofl indus- 
try’s problems in a survey of the 
‘Petroleum industry ina special sup+ 
plement of the Daily Telegraph. 

Dealing with the increase in po- 
tential production, Sir Henri points 
out that this is due to improvement 
in drilling, and attributes the in- 
crease In proven reserves to, the 
development of the science of oil 
geology. Modern ‘methods have 
located = nil-bearing structures 
hitherto unsuspected, and deep 
drilling has opened up deposits 
which a few years ‘ago were far out 
of reach. He asserts that resources 
have been squandered at a rate 
which can only be called wasteful, 
and that there must be very hard 
work to neutralise this wastage. 

Discussing world requirements, 
Sir Henri states that the produc- 
tion of petsoleam has béen carried 
or up to quite recently at a rate 
greatly in excess of demand. Since 
che beginning of 1980. very deter- 
mined, and to a large extent suc: 
cessful, effert has been made by oil 
producers to stem the tide of ever 
increasing and wasteful produc- 
tion, The daily output, he points 
out, is to-day lower than it has been 
since August, 1026, with the excep. 
tlon of a few weeks in 1928, but 
adds that tho,efforts,.of refiners 
have not been ;so0 succceatul.

PEPYS. . 


Model of ‘Elizabethan 
Galleon. 


A six-foot model of an 
Elizabethan “great ship” has been 
completed by the authorities of the 
Science Museum, South Kensington, 
and is now on exhibition. The 
smallest details of sails and rigging 
are accurately depicted. 

The plans on which the model is 
based and all details of construc- 
tion’ and equipment have been ob- 
talned from manuscripts collected 
by Samuel Pepys, the diarist, near- 
ly 250 yeara ago, when he was pro- 
jecting a history of the Navy. 
These are. still preserved in hig 
library at Magdalene College, Cam- 
bridge, and are the oldest ship 
plans extant.in Britain, . 

The hull is of beautiful design 
and shows plainly that El.zabethan 
shipwrights were far in advance of 
the few contemporary painters who 
delineated their handiwork. The 
period illustrated is that of the last 
few years of Queen Elizabeth's 
reign, when the galleon, with its 
comparatively fine lines, a fore- 
castle well set back from the stem, 
and a long beak, waa firmly 
established, The typically Tudor 
decoration, relying mainly on bril- 
Hant and contrasting coloura, had 
not yet glvon way to the wealth of 
gold and carving of the Stuart 
period, 

The actual dimensions of the 
model are those of the . Elizabeth 
Jonas, as rebuilt In 1597-8, with a 
burden ‘of 634 tons and a keel- 
length of 100 feat. For the guns 
a bronze demi-culverin, inscribed 
“Richard Phillips, 1601,” and now 
preserved in the Tower of London 
has .been taken as 9 model and the 
other types of ordinance ttave been 
made in proportion. 


REDUCED DANGERS OF SEA 
*  COLLISIONS., 


A fog Eye is the latest instru- 
ment invented for fog blanketed 
marine navigators. and [t ls hoped 
that ultimately it will also aid air 
Pilota, 

It fs claimed that it will reduce 
to disappearing point the danger 
of collisions at’ sea, and will also 
add to the facility of a ship for 
picking out signals blotted out by 
fog. 

It is due to the patient investiga- 
tions of Mr, Paul Humphrey Mac- 
Neil, an architect of Huntingdon, 
Long Island, that this new device 
is to be avallable. 

_ The apparatus consists of two 
sets of instruments which may be 
compared with modern radio broad- 


casting units, ona a. receiver or de-. 


tector, the other.a projector. .The 
projector throws out directional 
beams. of Infra‘red rays—the in- 
visible rays of light-—and the other 
catches or records them, ‘just as a 
radio receiver in the . home’ picks.

Amplifying Relays. 

Tha detector’ element (it Is ox- 
plained in thé’New York Times) 
while similar ‘in, principle to the 
delléata thermdcodples used by as- 
tronomers . in. the measurement of 
the radiation of ‘heat from distant 
stars ja placed In a vacuum and the 
infra-red rays are received through 
a window-of fluorite. The detector 
‘thus developed functions in loss 
than a tenth of a second. 

Combined with the detector are 
special amplifying relays, automatic 
signalling and recording instru- 
ments which give a visible and au- 
dible record, announcing that the 
detector has picked up an infra-red 
beam from one of the projectors, 

All ships, lightships, Hghthouses, 
channel buoys and similar units 
equipped with the projector can! 
warn navigators In befogged areas 
of their presence, and any ship 
equipped with the receiving or de- 
tecting device can pick up the 
signal and veer off ita course to 
avoid collision, The infra-red ‘raya 
will plerce dense fogs that would 
blanket or smuggle the beams of 
even the -most powerful ordinary 
light beacon, 

The greatest accomplishment of 
the Invention, according to Mr. 
MacNeil, is ita. ability to give ac- 
curate information to fogbound 
pilots concerning other moving 
ships or the proximity of dangerous 
shoals, narrows or other hazards. 
And the information comes as an 
automatic warning that the pilot, 
can see and hear. It tells from 
which direction the warning signal 
is coming, and by triangulation he 
ie tell exactly where’ the danger 

08, 

As the device ‘actuates at definite 
intervals, Mr. MacNeil adda, it also 
gives the added information as to 
whether the source from which the 
infra-red signals are projected ts 
statlonary or moving. In addition 
the pilot can, by calculation, judge 
the speed of the warning unit and 
can regulate his movements accard- 
ingly, even though hemmed in by’ 
obscuring mist, to avoid collision. 

The projector operates somewhat 
like a telegraph instrument or wire- 
less transmitter in that it sends the 
infra-red beams in dots and dashes; 
but it has the added advantage of 
automatic operation and reduces the 
dangers inherent iri’ human falli- 
bility. Carefully tended at regular 
intervals it will always be-on the 
alert in the fog: ‘to give its signal 
of warning. «. 

The do! tearid-dash “pystem = pre- 
cludes the possibility’. of the pilot 
mistaxing the xadtations of intra: 
red rays from an ordinary light 
source for a message from the “fog 
eye.

covers. wero damaged . or became 
twisted through bad weather or 
accident, it would be very difficult, 
to make them watertight without 
some repairs belng done thaf could 
not be effected on the ship, With 
regard to larger covers, they must 
have mechanical appliances to 
handle them, but with wooden 
covers they’ cbuld be handled quite 
easily. Undoubtedly, steel _ covers 
were stronger, and would make a 
ship safer, so long as nothing hap 
pened to them, - 
Great Disadvantage. 

The president said his opinion 
was.exactly the same. In the case 
of a -oteel cover, whether large or 
small, if ‘it became twisted they 
could not stralghten ft on board the 
ship, whereas with a wooden cover 
they could, ‘That, he considered, 
was a great disadvantage of steel 
covers.

i Interesting Alteration 
To Cunard Liner.’ 


In addition to the extensive re- 
newal of turbine casings in the 
machinery of the Cunard finer 
Carinthia, carried out recently at 
Messra, Vickers’. works at Barrow, 
a very interesting alteration in the 
stern post has been made since the 
veusel’s return to Liverpool. 

Nearly all the post-war vessels 
built by the Cunard Company are 
fitted with single plate type, rudders 
with a small overhung balansing 
member on the forward side, fitted 
benenth te vertical line of the 
rudders pintles. This arrange- 
ment, coupled with the form of the 
stern post, results in approximately 
a 36-inch space between the rudder 
stock and the stern post, and per- 
mits very considerable eddying to 
take place from the immediately 
adjacent propellers, 

The improvement which hag just 
been caried out consists of filling 
each of the spaces between the rud- 
dev pintles with stecl box structure 
fittings. The loweat one has been 
made to the radius of the stern 


frame, and the upper ones more or 
Teas rectangular, while an addi- 
tional streamline cover plate has 
been fitted on each side of the box 
to secure an oven flow of water past 
the stern frame jind thence to the 
rudder itself. 


No work has been done to the] 
actual rudder, but should the altera- 
tion already carried out prove that 
it is worth .the expenditure, no 
doubt a further streamline plating 
of the rudder’ structure will be put 
in hand, 


‘NAVY’S WAR SECRET 


‘SEA LIONS TRAINED TO HUNT 
SUBMARINES. 


Not a few of the erstwhile 

“hush-hush” raethods that were 
used to. combat the German 
submarine menace have becoma 
known sifce the war, but it may, 
he doubted! whether many people 
have heard of the attempts made 
in 1917 to train sea lions to act as 
“U-boat retrievers,” writes 
Hector C. Bywater, the Daily 
Telegraph naval correspondent. 
_ Once a U-boat has submerged, 
its whereakouts become largely a 
matter of guesswork, and depth 
charges have to be dropped more 
cr less at random, Now the seu- 
lion, besides bhefg a most intel- 
ligent creature, is gifted .with ao 
wonderfully acute sense of hear- 
ing. Hopes were _ therefore 
cherished that it could be trained 
to detect the noise set up by the 
electric motors of a submerged 
U-boat.

THE CHINA LEE 


SAN MARINO: AS. AN 
ASYLUM. 


Mother Who Wants to 
Keep Her Daughter 


The tiny Republic of San 
Marine [3 beleaguered by Italian 
carabinicri—and the caute of the 
strange atate of affairs {4 a little 
Milanese girl of fen summers and 
her mother, the Marchesa Bram- 
billa, who have taken aaylum in 
the hill-top Republic, where they 
defy those who would put into 
execution an order issued by an 
Italian court of law. 

As the result of a 
quarrel and separation the hus- 
band of the Marchesa sued her 
and obtained In the Milan law 
courts an order to take his daugh- 
ter from her mother and have the 
total guardianship of the child. - 

Before the legal machinery for 
the execution of this finding could 
be put into operation mothor and 
child acted on the original idea of 
repeating Garlbaldi’s successful 
experiment —they sought and 
found aanctuary in the Republic 
which still preserves its ancient 
independent rights in the midst of 
the kingdom of Italy. 

“International” Positlon. 
“The legal authorities of both 
Kingdom and Republic are at pre- 
sent threshing out the “Inter- 


conjugal 


national” legal position, but mean- 


while San Marino refuses to ac- 
cede ‘to the attempts being made 
by the foiled husband to enforce 
the extradition of his wife and 
child, 

. The Italian carabinierl havo 
not entered the confines of the 
Republic, but they are picketed at 
all pointa of escape or exit, and 
the police of San Marino are also 
unusually vigilant. The Italian 
forces, however, are carrying out 
the double role of protection and 
aggression. With the San Marine 
police they are guarding sgainat 
any attempt to kidnap ‘the child, 
as has been threatened, At the 
snme time the Itallan pollee are 
ready to arrest the Marchesa 
should she happen to set foot or 
be allowed beyond the confines of 


‘the Republic, 


Pending the exhaustion of all 
legal appeals neither of the two 
Governments has so far ofictally 
Intervened, and an “international 
incident” has so far been avojd- 
ed. but San Marino is ina state 
ef tension. : 

All strangers entering tho town 
—especially if they happed to look 
like wicked uncles—are carefully 
shadowed in case they hava come 
to smuggle out the. refugees ond 
all people on foot and in cars, as 
goon as they leave the town fron- 
tier gates, are confronted by 
carabinieri with demands of proof 
of Identity, while departing strang- 
ers accompanied by children .are 
astonished to be asked severely of 
each of them, “Whose is the 
child?” 


ISLAND HERMIT. 


"OWNER REFUSES TO SELL TO 
GOVERNMENT. . 

The Swedish Navy, already the 
owner of a number of islands of 
various sizes in the Stockholm ar- 
chipelago, recently wanted to buy 
some further islands for naval 
purposes, but encountered an un- 
expected obstacle. One small 
island -could not be bought, since 
{ts owner, who lives a hermit Ife 
within its coasts, refused to sell. 
The matter has been referred to 
the Swedish Government.

MYSTERY TRAMP - 
SPY. 


Secrets Sold to Any 
Nation, 

Graphic details concerning the 
mystery man, speaking nine lan 
guages, now in the hands of the 
Roulogne police, who beileve him to 
be an international spy, are coming 
to light. 

When arrested In the streets of 
Boulogne as a tramp he gave hie 
name as Georges Scheliking, and 
described himself o8 a British sub. 
ject, born in Rusala. He gave hia 
age as 27, 

M, Ligor, the special Potlee Com: 
missioner, was atruck by Schell- 
king's erudition, and sent word of 
this polyglot tramp to the counter 
espionage service in Parts, A de- 
tective was then. eent to question 
Schellking. 

He finally admitted, according to 
the police, that he was a spy. When 
only 20 he acted as interpreter. to 
the Inter-Allied Commission in the 
Rhineland, but soon began to act 
for the esplonage service of a 
country which he-refused-to name. 

Several Sentences, ‘ 

He travelled in Germany, Bel- 
glum, Great Britain and France, 
not working for ahy one nation but. 
according to the police account, ad- 
mitting that he sold his services for 
what he could get. He’ was sent 
back and forth from cne courtry 
to another and sentenced in soveral 
countries for eaplonage, 
~ Itls.alleged that Schellking, f-om 
1925 onwards, spent three years in 
Soviet Russia. But he refused [n- 
formation as to what he did there. 

Trace 6f him waa: picked up in 
the beginning of the year on the 
Riviera, where, {tis declared a 
leading member of a foreign espion- 
age organisation handed him two 
cheques, one for £130 and the other 
for £380. 

Schellking is stated te have 
boaated that he worked in German: 
and Tunis for the Soviets and i 
France and _ Belgium for Great 
Britain. 

He will only have to- answer the

NEW ALPHAB 
~ FOUND. 


Script of a Semitic 
Language. 


BELONGING TO 1300 B.C. 


Recent excavations at Ras 
Shamra, where, last year, tablets 
bearing cuneiform inscriptions of 
a character new to enigraphists 
were discovered, have brought to 
Night the Interesting fact that a 
purely alphabetic script was be- 
ing applied to a Sémitic language 
in nbout the thirteenth century 
‘efore Christ. The new inscrip- 
tions are written in.a much sim- 
plified form of the cuneiform 
seript, which reduces {its hundreds 
of syllable signs to twenty-eight 
alphabetical Iettera. 

While, therefore, as Mr. C. J. 
Gndd, assistant keeper of Egyptian 
and Assyrian Antiquities in the 
British Museum, pointed out re- 
cently, saya the Observer, the new 
ciscovery docs not in itself prove 
that the Phoenician alphabet from 
which the Greek, and hence our 
own alphabet, was directly form- 
ed, was in use ‘in. the'thirteenth 
century, it does show that the al- 
nhobetic idea had then been dis- 
covered, and renders jit by, so 
much the more Nkely that the 
Phoenician alphabet itself may 
have been already invented, as 
the finders of the Ahriram sar- 
cophngus supposed, 

Tn the following article on New 
Alphabets, Professor Ellis Hf. 
Minns, Disney Professor of Ar- 
chncology in Cambridge Univer- 
sity, comments on these and past 
discoveries and their significance, 
and speaks of the further hopes 
the finding of the new inscriptions 
opens up. : 
The Alphabet Puzzle. *~ 


It is always a= mystery 
why people .do crossword puzzles. 
In them we are at the mercy of 
a man who is setting us traps, 
and the unfair thing js that, if 
he makes a mistake in the man- 
ner of his setting it is we--that 
suffer by the puzzle becoming 
more difficult. It is quite differ 
ent when we have to deal with 
writings which were meant to be 
plain, but of which we have lost 
the key. Of course there are mis- 
takes or gaps in these which giva 
a great deal of trouble, but as 
the thing is not an elaborate trap 
we can forgive the mistakes. 

And we have no end to our 
problems. They were not ended 
by the great triumphs of the laat- 
century, the decipherment of 
Egyptian hleroglyphics and the 


‘{atill more wonderful decipherment 


of cuneiform—atill mare wonder- 
ful because it was dono without 
& bilingual, merely by guessing at 
the names of the Persian kings, 
and then the language turned out 
to be old Persian. At once’ it 
gave. the key to Babylonian, a 
Semitic .Janguage, and this to 
Elamite and Vannic, moro myateri- 
ous as languages, but the de- 
cipherers had plenty to go upon. 
Queer Scripts of China. 


The next advance was in Cen- 
tral and Eastern Asia, There ara 
queer scripts on the edges of 
China, Lolo and Moso in the 
south-west, and formerly Tangu} 
in the north-west. The first two 
are still used, but no European 
has learned them. The users of 
the latter were wiped out by 
Chingiz Khan, but one or two 
people can read their writing 
(Professor Palliot, in Paris, and 
Mr. Ivanov, In Leningrad). ©

Stele ‘of Mesha, King of Moab, 
which had stood first for fifty! 
years; and the alphabet, though! 
queer, was complete. 

Last year, again at Byblos, was | 
found what seems to be a mixture 
of ideograms and phonetle sym: | 
bola. We cannot yet read ft, but 
it appears to belong to a stage 
when. men could not trust them- 
selves to expressing the sound 
alone, but must add the pleture 
to make assurance sure, or used 
traditional pictures for certain 
words. 

Every differont proportion of} 
sound and picture comes jn writ. 
ings like Egyptian, Babylonian, e 
Japanese. But we may have a 
forerunner of the alphabet, not 
more than a century. older than 
Ahiram. 

The Latest -Find. 

The Intest find from Rag, 
Shamra and ita harbour, Minet-el- 
Bedia, eight miles. north of 
Latakia, on the Syrian coast, is 
the most surprising.’ Many tablets 
and inacriptions -have been dis- 
coyered with signs made up of the 
fumiliar cunelform strokes, . but 
the signs only number twenty- 
elght, so it is evident that wo have! 
fo do with an alphabet. 

The Persians likewise construct+ 
ed an alphabet of cuneiform 
strokes, but this had more than | 
forty letters, including therein’ 
vowels. True Semites,’ the men 
ef Ras Shamra, onlyexpressed 
consonants; but an alphabet givea 
hope to the Interpreter «(as we 
saw in the ‘cases of Persian and 
early Turk), and the key has been 
‘Five bronze picks bore 
tae same inscription, save that 
one had one word of four letters 
prefixed to it. 

Professor Buner, of Halle, saw 
that this must be the Hebrew 
GaRZeN, used on the inscription 
of Hezekiah's workmen when they 
cut the tunnel Jeading to the Poo!

INVECTIVE AGAINST 
AMERICA. - 
Sinclair Lewis Lets 
Loose a Broadside. 


New York, Jan. 14, 

Sinclair “Red” Lewis, of “Main 
Street,” “Babbitt” and other great 
American gargoyles, burst loose 
with a. broadside in Stockholm 
while being crowned King of 
American Hterature, says the Asso- 
ciated Press. ‘ 

The general fecllng on the part 
cf Iitteratuers here was that Mr 
Lewis invective against the cul- 
sural‘ institutions of this country 
was hardly worth noticing. 

Mombers of the American aca: 
demy of arts and Iptters, notable 
among the home grown institutions 
side-swiped by Mr, Lewis, dented 
any desire to comment on the 
rather dusty and.priggish charac- 
ter for which the currently cele- 
brated Nobel author cast them. 
Thelr voices had a far away tone. 

Some, of them gave the Impres- 
sion that* the name of Sinclair 
Lewis had. a distinctly foreign 
sound, a sound they faintly recall- 
ed having heard somevbere or 
other. Ore member implied he 
knew Mr. Lewis all too well. so well 
in fact that he “wouldn't touch him 
with a ten-foot pole.” .

He lived about the 
fourteenth century B.C., and this 
is about the date to which the 
prosperity of Sapuna may be re- 
ferred. The name Sapunsa haa 
been recovered from the tablets 
and occurs in Assyrian records. 
It seems to have been destroyed 
about the time of the great move- 
ment of the “Peoples of the Sea.” 

But the discoveries open up fur- 
ther hopes..J The civilisation of 
Sapuna is strongly marked by 
Mycenaean, elements; it seems to 
have been an éntrepot for trade 
between the Aegean by Cyprus 
with hither Asi. May we hope 
that it ‘will yield the bilingual 
which shall interpret for us the 
records: of Gnossos?’
